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Court Upholds 
Jailing Editor 
For Silence 


Need to Know Called 
Main Consideration 
In Bombing Case 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The 


jailing of Mark Knops, under- 
ground newspaper editor who 
refused to answer questions of 
a grand jury probing campus 
violence, was upheld by the Wis- 
consin Supreme Court today. 


The high tribunal said the 


public's "overriding need to 
know" what Knops might be 
able to disclose outweighed his 
rights to conceal his sources as 
a journalist. 


Knops, 27, editor of Madison 


Kaleidoscope, 
was 
ordered 


jailed for contempt last Septem- 
ber after he declined to answer 
questions put to him by a Wai- 
worth County grand jury inves- 
tigating a fire at Whitewater 
State University and a bombing 
on the University of Wisconsin 
campus. 


A young researcher was killed 


in the Aug. 24 bombing of Ster- 
ling Hall on the University of 
Wisconsin campus, and Kaleido- 
scope subsequently carried a 
story entitled "the bombers tell 
why and what next—exclusive 
to Kaleidoscope." 


Four young persons are still 


sought by the FBI in connection 
with the Sterling Hall bombing. 


After he was subpoenaed by 


the 
Walworth 
County 
grand 


jury, Knops appeared but as- 
serted his Fifth 
Amendment 


right against self-incrimination. 


He was then granted immuni- 


ty, but refused to answer on 
grounds 
he 
could keep his 


sources confidential as a jour- 
nalist. 


After Knops served part of his 


sentence, Federal Judge John 
Reynolds ordered him freed in 
December on $1,000 bail. 


Attorneys for Knops contend- 


ed the state should prove it 
could not obtain the information 
it sought in other ways before 
asking 
that 
he 
reveal 
his 


sources. 


Identity of Bombers 


"The identities of the bom- 


bers or information leading to 
those identities is what 
thej 


grand jury is asking Knops to 
tell them, if he can," the Su- 
preme Court said. "If he cannot, 
he simply needs to so state." 


The court must consider on 


the one hand the interest of free 
flow of information, and on the 
other, the interest of fair and 
effective administration of the 
judicial system," the high court 
added. 


"The information sought may 


remove threats of repetition of 
the offenses," the court said. 
"In weighing these conflicting 
values, we think under 
the 


facts of this case the appellant 
is compelled to disclose the in- 
formation sought." 


"Here," it continued, "the ap- 


pellant's information could lead 
to the apprehension and convic- 
tion of the person or persons 
who committed a major crim- 
inal offense resulting 
in the 


death of an innocent person." 


Compelling Need 


"We think the solution of the 


crime involved here and the pre- 
vention of repetition 
of such 


crimes constitutes a compelling 
need," 
the 
court 
continued. 


"The administration of crimi- 
nal justice itself is a sufficient 
substantial 
interest 
of 
the 


state." 


Justice Leo Hanley wrote the 


opinion. Dissenting in part was 
Justice Nathan Heffeman, who 
said he 
affirmed 
the lower 


court's finding of contempt but 
would remand the case for re- 
sentencing. 


"While the majority holds that 


the privilege exists subject only 
to the compelling state interest 
test, it finds that compelling 
state interest by the process o f j 
judicial 
notice," 
Heffeman 


wrote. 


The majority, Heffeman con- 


tended, "assumes that no alter- 
native' method of getting any of 
this information is available be- 
cause 'the mere fact that the 
culprits are still at large is 
nearly conclusive proof that the 
state does not know who they 
are." 


"We cannot conclude, merely 


because these suspects have not 
yet been arrested, that the state 
requires further information a* 
to the identity of the Sterling 
Hall bombers," he said.

traditional crop of the Indians 
in

appearing and wild rice now 
is being cultivated to increase 
production. 


Many food companies have 


become interested in wild rice 
in recent years, says David 
Stuiber, food scientist at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


At 
present 
in 
the 
U S. 


Minnesota is the largest pro- 
ducer of wild rice with Wis- 
consin ranked 
second. The 


combined annual production is 
between one and three million 
pounds. On the retail market, 
wild rice can sell 
between 


three and 15 dollars a pound. 


Wisconsin will have around 


300 acres of the grain under 
cultivation, with a potential 
for many more, because it 


needs only level ground and 
water to grow. Actually the 
plant isn't a rice, but an 
acquatic grass. 


The Indians have processed 


wild rice in the same way for 
years. Placing the grain in a 
pot or on a stone, they heat 
over a fire until dry. The 
grain is then hulled, and bv 
throwing the hulled grain in 
the air. the chaff is separated 
from the grain. 


C o m m e r cial processors 


haven't changed the technique 
to

extent, 
but 


researchers at the University 
of Wisconsin now are testing 
various ways of processing.

fees, the fear of driving air 
traffic away from Outagamie 
would be reduced. 


Review Promised 


The effect of the meeting was, 


however, to prompt the airport 
committee to change its request 
to the county board from indefi- 
nitely holding the fees in abey- 
ance to rescinding the fees with 
a promise of a review of the 
situation in six months. 


The picture painted by the 


fixed base operators of the 
three airports was one of a 
highly depresseed general avia- 
tion business at the present 
time.

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Hopeful Signs in the Middle East 


At the current moment one can 


cautiously believe that the cease-fire in 
the Middle East, scheduled to end on 
February 5, may be extended, perhaps 
even without mention, beyond that date. 
If so it will simply be because the four 
major powers involved — Israel, Egypt, 
the United States and the Soviet Union — 
want it. 


In the latest exchange of proposals 


made by representatives of Egypt and 
Israel through United Nations mediator 
Gunnar Jarring, .there were some 
glaring differences of opinion about how 
to promote peace and security in the- 
Middle East. But there were also a few 
hopeful signs. 


It was Egypt that in 1967 demanded 


the withdrawal of the United Nations 
forces 
from 
the 
Gaza Strip 
and 


thereupon at least stimulated the six day 
war that was to follow. But in the latest 
memorandum 
Egypt calls for "the 


establishment 
of a United Nations 


peace-keeping force in which the four 
permanent members of the Security 
Council ( the United States, the Soviet 
Union, P^rance and Britain) would 
participate." It also called for "the 
establishment of demilitarized zones' 
astride the border," something it at least 
had doubts about only a year ago. 


Israel is currently firmly opposed to 


the international troops until after a 
settlement is made both as to borders, 
and 
refugees. 
It 
understandably 


demands that each Arab government be 
responsible for attacks made upon Israel 
by Palestinian or other commando 
groups. But the latest communique did 
not mention definite territorial claims, 


not even the Golan Heights and a couple 
of other areas thought to be essential for 
Israel's defense. It requires'not only the 
recognition of Israel's security but an 
end to economic 
boycott and a 


prohibition against participation in 
"hostile alliances." 


Much indeed depends upon the ability 


of the Arab governments to control their 
own people — and their record has not 
been particularly good. However, King 
Hussein did manage to put down a' 
virtual civil war in Jordan without losing 
cither his head or his throne. Not much 
except rumbles have been heard from 
the more belligerent Syrians in recent 
weeks. .But the volatile situation in so 
many Arab countries where coups occur 
almost as often as they do in Latin 
America makes the entire matter a 
volcanic one. 


But the Israelis must remember that 


there are three million of them and 
probably more than a hundred million 
Arabs. The latter have never been 
united. Egypt currenlJy is the major 
spokesman and in all probability 
because the Russians have decided they 
are the most likely not to explode 
without permission from Moscow. This 
is a difficult diplomatic position because 
if such permission should be given or 
.such a move even encouraged it is hard

President Ousted in Uganda 


In 1966 Dr. Milton Obote staged a 


coup in Uganda, newly independent 
from England, tossed out the king and 
took over as president. 


As so often happens in the unstable 


conditions of former colonies, the same 
fate befell President Obote last week 
while he was off in Singapore at a 
Commonwealth meeting. 


The new strong man is General Idi 


Amin who has pledged lo honor any 
agreements or Ireaties made by the 
former 
government with foreign 


regimes and is considered to be more 
conservative than Dr. Obote. In fact one 
probable reason for (he coup was the 
swift move toward nationalization in 
Uganda. The usual charges of corruption 
were made and very likely are (rue but 
the army was being down played and 
General Amin, who had helped put Dr. 
Obote in power in the first place, felt 
himself almost under house arrest in the 
last few months. The pot has been 
simmering for .some time and it is 
unusual that Dr. Obote didn't realize it. 
But his intelligence wasn't very good. 
Only last year he circulated a pamphlet 
claiming that he was "perhaps the only 
African leader not afraid of a military 
take-over." 


Uganda inherited many of the 


problems of much of (he re&t of Africa. 
There are deep and ancient tribal and 
religious rivalries and antagonism. The 
ousted king was of the Bantu tribe while 


Dr. Obole came from the northern based 
Nilotic-speaking people, 
generally 


better educated and more progressive 
than the Bantu. Like some other African 
leaders Dr. Obote had promised elec- 
tions and actually the ruling Uganda 
People's Congress was working on 
election plans but had already deter- 
mined they would be of the one party 
kind. General Amin has similarily 
promised that "free and fair elections 
will soon be held'' but soon means 
something quite different to those in 
power than to those out of it. 


There is a wide split among other 


African nations about the merits of the 
coup. Little word has come from neigh- 
boring Kenya, one of the more stable 
black African nations, although it loo 
has its problems. It is likely lhat Kenyan 
authorities arc not unhappy, however, as 
they have la-ken a moderate course in 
their economic and political develop- 
ment since achieving independence. Dr. 
Obolc sought refuge in Tanzania, with a 
more leftish leaning regime, and his 
ouster has been condemned (here but at 
this time it seems unlikely thai Tanzania 
would actually give him military aid to 
try to recapture the government. 


It is equally unlikely that UK- latest 


coup means instant peace in Uganda. 
There arc loo many old antagonisms and 
cultural habits to meld them together in 
a hurry. Perhaps the etlorl \\as Dr. 
Obole's major mistake.

to South Vietnamese 


President Ngo Dinh Diem, 
ambiguously 
promising 


United States support to the 
new republic in Saigon, right 
up to President Nixon's and 
Secretary of Defense Laird's 
recent 
commitments, the 


keystone of American policy 
in Indochina has been the 
development of a viable South 
Vietnamese state. For a while 
in the late 50s and early 60s, 
things were going fine: Diem 
destroyed the quasi-religious 
feudal power" oTThe~€ao Dai 
and Hoa Hao sects, eliminated 
the Binh Xuyen mafia which 
once controlled the city of 
Saigon, and seemed well on 
his way to creating a stable 
regime. Indeed, those of us 
with long and 
pessimistic 


memories recall that in the 
spring of 1363 the ubiquitous 
Sir Robert Thompson reported 
lo President Kennedy that 
Diem had things nicely in 
hand. 


Then all hell broke loose: 


the opponents of Diem's 
autocratic rule realized that 
what 
they 
needed 
was 


religious cover, and almost 
overnight — with the 
full 


cooperation of the resident U. 
S. press — converted a 
political fight into an attempt 
to suppress Buddhism. True, 
Diem's 
opponents 
were 


mostly Buddhists, though 
most Buddhists took no hand 
in the game but adhered to 
traditional political inertia. 
Diem and his sinister brother, 
Ngo Dinh Nhu, cooperated 
fully with their enemies, 
busted their pagodas, and, as 
far as most Americans were 
concerned, confirmed the 
story that a pogrom was 
underway. 
The 
Kennedy 


Administration was torn in 
half over the question and, lo 
oversimplify, 
ended 
up 


sponsoring the coup which 
ousted and killed Diem in 
October, 1963. 


Chaos Set In 


At this point, chaos set in: 


the 
generals 
who 
had 


destroyed Diem were in- 
capable of establishing a 
stable regime. And Hanoi, 
which was apparently sl&rtlecl 
by the coup and unprepared 
for 
it, 
began 
to 
move 


seriously. The United Stales 
was in a box: WP had made a 
commitment to Saigon and, if 
anything, 
our 
role 
in 


eliminating Diem intensified 
it. Yet the whole ground force 
Establishment at the Pen- 
tagon wanted no part of a

So off went 
the planes to dominate the air 
over North Vietnam — and 
down the Ho Chi Minh trail 
came the Communisl in- 
fantrymen to take over the 
ground in the south. By July, 
1965, it was clear that unless 
American ground forces came 
in, the war would be lost. The 
Saigon government at lhat 
point could not organize a two- 
car funeral. 


Now, 
five years later, 


thanks in large part to our 
mililary power, which served 
as a shield behind which 
polilical development could 
lake place, the situation in 
Saigon is vastly 
different. 


There is a government which 
by the standards of the "Third 
World" is both stable and 
represenlalive. (And aren't 
tl^se the relevant criteria? 
Ihe Republic of Vietnam is 
not Denmark, but it has far 
more in common with Den- 
mark than it does with any of 
100 members of the U.N. that I 
could name.) Finally, and 
most significantly, the South 
Vietnamese army is now 
equipped and trained to carry 
the burden of the war. 


In other words, in 1971 one

To Your Good Health 
'Dents' Frequent Result 
Of Injections of Insulin 


BY G. C. THOSTESON7, M. D. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could 


you suggest what causes large 
dents on the arms and legs of a 
girl, 10, who has had diabetes 
for seven years? Now they are 
giving her shots on the upper 
part of her little sit-down, and 
in the stomach. She has large 
dimples and indentations. Can 
this be corrected? — B. J. P. 


This is an unavoidable nui- 


sance for about one-third of the 
youngsters who have to take 
insulin for diabetes. It occurs in 
young girls and boys, and in 
women, but is rare in adult 
males. 


The exact cause is not known, 


except that 
it 
obviously is 


related to the insulin injections, 


when tests show high blood 
sugar. After you begin to feel 
ill, too much damage already 
has been done. 


Much heart trouble is pre- 


ventable. Write to Dr. Thosteson

I know of nothing in any of 


the diabetes pills that would 
make you "feel tense." but you 
might ask your doctor to try

The pill you are 
using may be causing too great 
a drop in your blood sugar. 


Nobody can say that you will 


go blind', but it is one of the 
things that sometimes happens 
when diabetes is not controlled, 
and the blood sugar level rises 
too high for too long a time.

Nevertheless, j u s t because 


arthritis now affects one out of 
every 12 Americans and the 
number of sufferers is growing 
by 250,000 a year, any sugges- 
tion of relieif is immediately 
seized upon by millions and 
immediately mounts into big- 
time money. 


The total economic cost of 


arthritis is up to a record $3.6 
billion a year, estimates the 
Arthritis Foundation in New 
York — in the form of medical 
care costs and wage losses, lost be 
homemaking services and pre- 
mature deaths. On top of this, 
the "hidden" costs — in the 
form of spending on worthless 
arthritis "clinics" and treat- 
ments — are up to a peak $400 
million, almost double yearly 
costs in the 1960s.

I will not downgrade one tiny 


bit the anxiety of a person 
suffering from great pain or a 
terminal illness to try anything 
at any cost in the hope of relief 
or cure. But the tragedy is that 
you might delay legitimate di- 
agnosis 
and 
treatment, you 


might waste the most precious 
time as well as money in your 
commitment to quacks. 


The bright fact is that we are 


at a moment in medical history 
when nearly three out of four 
cases of crippling arthritis can 


headed off by early detection 


and proper treatment. 


The merciful prospect is that 


we are 
near 
major 
break- 


through in drugs to treat arthri- 
tis. 
Thus, if you are among the 
17,000,000 sufferers or close to 
an individual who is, heed these 
warnings: 


— Stay away from any prac- 


titioner who claims his cure — 
drug or device — is "secret," 
"quick," "easy," or is shunned 
by the establishment 
doctor 


afraid to lose patients. 


— Be wary of any person who 


uses "testimonials" from form- 
er patients as a lure and avoid 
"home cures" not prescribed or 
at least approved by your own 
physician. 


— Don't postpone conventional 


treatment or abandon an ongo- 
ing program to patronize an 
unconventional course of ther- 
apy-Buy a copper bracelet or 
anklet or whatever for good 
looks, if you like — but not for 
treatment of arthritis.
